As noted, the District . of 
Columbia is an odd place, and 
not just for all the political 
Strangeness in Congress. that 
continually makes the evening . 

news. It is the federal city, as 
designed by the framers of our 

Constitution, that. remains 
independent of the jurisdiction 
of any state and without direct 
voting. representation — ih 
Congress. It has another ‘dis- 
tinction. It has the most restric- 
tive laws of any major U:S. city 
regarding the ownership and 


possession of handguns. 


The first ten amehdments of 
__ the U.S, Constitution are known 
as the Bill of Rights and they 


were viewed 
by our found- 
ing fathers as 
essential 
rights in pro- 
tecting the cit- 
izenry from] 
the govern- 
ment. The 
S'é¢ o,f @ 
Amendment 
states: “A well 
regulated 
militia being 
necessary to 
the security of a free State, the 
right of the people to keep and 
bear arms. shall not © be 
infringed.” It is the; Second 
Amendment that guarantees the 
public’s.right of gun ownership. 

In.1976, the DC City Council 
voted to ban handguns and 
require rifles and shotguns to be 
registered, ‘stored unloaded, and 
either locked or disassembled. 
The move was ah attempt by the 
council to control . gun-related 
crimes.‘ For the last 32 years, 
DC’s gun ban. has remained the 


focal point of the larger argu- 
ment over the public’s right of 
gun ownership. Many believe, 
as do I, that the Constitution is 
cleat on the matter - 
“the right of the peo- 
ple to keep and bear 
arms shall not be 
infringed.” 

One. year ago, the 
debate reached a new 
plateau as the USS. 
Court of Appeals for 
the DC Circuit ruled in 
ithe case of Parker v. 
District of Columbia 
that the local gun laws 
WO!

Amendment rights. The majori- 
ty held, “Section 7-2507.02, like 
the bar on carrying a pistol with- 
in the home, amounts to a com- 
plete prohibition on the lawful 
use of handguns. for self 
defense.

More than 1,500 farmers and 
ranchers — in. the Upper 
Choctawhatchee’ and Lower 
Choctawhatchee watershed are 
potentially eligible to partici-
